In MP Girl's Death 


Charges that Sequoia high school 
administration was ‘negligent’ in 
the case of a Menlo Park girl who 
died of bulbar poliomyelitis were 
heard by the board of trustees Wed- 
nesday night and immediately dis- 
claimed. 

While the board took no formal 
action denying the charge, it ac- 
cepted a report from Superintend- 
ent Clyde Ogden which the latter 
contended cleared school authorities.

Jane Keller, 14, was sent to after- 
noon classes Sept. 23 after she re- 
ported inability to swallow, chills 
and dizziness. Sally Jane died of 
polio Sept. 29.

MP HIGH SCHOOL

The Sequoia high school district 
trustees decided Wednesday night 
so to name the south county high 
school plant to be built next year 
at Middlefield road and Ringwood 
avenue. Suggestion was made by 
Trustee Charles P. Burgess, Menlo 
Park Mayor. 


The informal “christening” was 
given to aid architects in submit- 
ting drawings and other records 
to the state. Public opinion will de- 
termine the name finally, the 
trustees said. 


The continuance was granted to 
give city officials time to prepare a 
case on the basis of information re- 
ceived by city officials last week and 
to study evidence submitted by com- 
pany representatives. 

COUNCIL ON RECORD 

Formally presented the commis- 
sion during the hearing was a city 
council resolution expressing opposi- 
tion to increased rates and asking 
continuance. 

The water company submitted evi- 
dence which showed it is realizing 
an annual return of 4.3 per cent on 
investment during the current 
year. Company officers told PUC 
examiners that the new water rates, 
if allowed, would boost the annual 
return to 6.2 per cent. 

The proposed rate hike would in- 
crease the cost of water from $1.50 
to $1.75 to flat rate consumers using 
less than 500 cubic feet of water per 
month, would increase the cost of 
water from 25 cents to 32 cents per 
hundred cubic feet for consumers 
using between 500 and 3000 cubic 
feet of water per month and would 
increase the price of water 25.8 per 
cent at that point. 

Robert M. Brown, attorney for the 
water service company, said that the 
rate increase was necessary because

Movie Shows 


Rapped as 
‘Injustice’ 


Charges that the city government 
is permitting an “injustice” in the 
showing of motion pictures on an 
alleged commercial basis at public 
recreation facilities were made to 
the Menlo Park city council last 
Friday night. 

The charge was contained in a 
letter from Hal Honore, manager of 
the Park and Guild theaters, who 
objected to current showings by the 
Stanford Village and Menlo Park 
Film societies in the Little theater 
at Burgess recreation park. 

Honore’s protest was referred 
without discussion to City Manager 
Cecil Longson, who said he would 
investigate and make a report and 
recommendation through the re- 
creation commission. 

CHARGES “RACKET” 

The theaterman’s strongly worded 
letter described such showings open 
to the public with admission charges 
as an “old racket usually found in 
communities adjacent to universi- 
ties.” 

He submitted newspaper clipping 
which contained “ ... the ridicu- 
lous statement that films presented

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To Meet Sanitary Needs: 
Proposed Sewage Disposal System 
To Include Four Major Units 


Editor’s note: This is the seconé 
or a series of articles prepared by 
the board of the Menlo Park sani- 
tary district on plans for a sewage 
disposal system. The district is 
preparing to call a bond election 
in connection with the project. 


Plans prepared by the Menlo Park 
sanitary district call for four major 
items in its construction program. 

These are an interceptor sewer 
system, a raw sewage pumping plant, 
a force main and a sewage treatment 
plant. 


All four of these are needed to 
make a complete disposal system. 
The interceptor system consists of 
three major items: 

1. Extension of the existing 24- 
inch diameter Camp Fremont sew- 
er up Middle avenue in Menlo 
Park so that it can be used to in- 
tercept a large portion of the sew- 
age now being carried in the Ring- 
wood avenue outfall sewer. In ad- 
dition, it will provide enough ca- 
pacity to assure sewer service for 
the rapidly growing area to the 
south and west of Menlo Park. 

2. Replacement of the old and 
much too small Marsh road outfall 
sewer from a point near Bay road 
down to the sewage pumping plant. 

3. Construction of a 24-inch di- 
ameter main from a. point on Bay 
road and Hollyburne avenue in Men- 
lo Park to a point at Modoc and 
Terminal avenues, wkere it will in- 
tercept the existing Ringwood out- 
fall sewer. From this point a 30- 
inch sewer is to be constructed to 
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transport the sewage to the pump- 
ing plant. 

This raw sewage pumping plant 
is to be situated approximately 1500 
feet northeast of the Bayshore high- 
way at a point some 800 feet south- 
east of Marsh road. 


From the pumping plant the sew- 
age will flow through the force main 
a distance of some 4000 feet to the 
sewage treatment or disposal plant. 

The disposal plant to be construct- 
ed is known as a primary treatment 


grit removal channel. pre-aerators 
with grease removal apparatus, sed- 
imentation basins, separate sludge 
digestion and sludge drying beds. 


The treated effluent will be 
allowed to flow into West Point 
slough in San Francisco bay. This 
effluent will still contain consid- 
erable quantities of dissolved sew- 
age solids but will not contain any 
solids which will settle in the bay. 

It is these solids which cause the 
unsightly and evil-smelling sludge 
banks familiar to anyone who has 
driven across the Bay bridge. 

The treated effluent flowing into 
the bay need not be cause for con- 
cern, for the dissolved oxygen in the 
bay waters is so great in quantity 
that the remaining. sewage is very 
readily and quickly rendered harm- 
less and unobnoxious.

Officer Answers 


Questions on 
NSLI Dividends 


World War II veterans in San 
Mateo county have been asking 
numerous questions about the spec- 
ial national service life insurance 
dividend that will be paid next year, 
according to Floyd D. Granger, vet- 
erans service officer. 

The answers to some of thase 
questions, Granger said, are as fol- 
lows: 

Yes, aviation cadets who were 
granted $10,000 NSLI at govern. 
ment expense while they were in 
cadet status will receive a speciai 
dividend based on that coverage, 
since premiums were paid in their 
behalf. 

No, former prisoners of war who 
received gratuitous insurance will 
not receive a dividend based on the 
period it was in force, because no 
premiums were paid. 

No, total disability income pro-| 
visions attached to a veteran’s NSLI 
policy do not increase his dividend. | 
The dividend is based on his age} 
group and on the face value of the! 
policy. 

Yes, dividends may be used to 
pay future premiums, BUT only if 
the veteran endorses the dividend

Granger also pointed out that 
reinstatement of term NSLI by pay- 
ing two months’ premiums will not 
mean additional dividend credit, 
but that a lapsed policy that is re- 
instated retroactively by paying ar- 
rearage and interest, or converted 
retroactively, may mean a dividend 
based on the entire period involved.

He also sent council an advertise- 
ment of the film societies which he 
said was ‘self explanatory ... an 
out-and-out commercial ad, adver- 
tising for patrons at 65 cents with 
an alternative price of $2.20 if four 
programs are attended.” 

The letter named as “promoter” 
of the showings Bryant E. King of 
Stanford Village and said that 
‘about a year ago he was refused 
permission to start this venture on 
the campus by the Associated Stu- 
dents of Stanford University.” 

“He is reported to have made 
claims that he has an unlimited 
supply of film,” the protest contin- 
ued. 

“We feel that Mr. King’s screen- 
ings are in direct opposition to our 
Guild theater, and protest his. use 
of the Burgess park theater for 
same,” the letter said. 

“The Park and Guild theaters re- 
present a tremendous investment 
and pay license fees and taxes ac- 
cordingly,” the protest concluded. 
“To allow this opposition to con- 
tinue would be an injustice to the 
legitimate exhibitors in Menlo Park.”

of a sharp rise in operating expens- 
es, coupled with an increase in the 
price charged for water purchased 
from the city and county of San 
Francisco. 

Fast growth in the area served by 
the water company has made a Cap- 
ital outlay of about $1,000,000 neces- 
sary since 1941, Brown stated. 

Menlo Park City Manager Cecil 
L. Longson said that city officials 
had not yet had time to study docu- 
ments submitted by the water com- 
pany in-support of its petition. 

One basis of the city’s protest, he 
said, will be that the water com- 
pany is a non-competitive public 
utility which has a guaranteed in- 
come and that a higher return than 
that realized at the present time is 
therefore unnecessary.
